This ser\ice begins on Tuesday 
next | last | and has been arranged by 
I he cut erprising inn lingers of t he Flor¬ 
ida Kn ilw.ny a lid Na \ ign I ion Company, 
w ho took the im t hit i v c in the matter, 
and throiiL'h whose efTorts t lie proper 
connect ions were secured. It will be 
the best and quickest transportation 
service that Florida has c\er had and 
its inst it lit ion marks such a radical 
change in the met hod of |na rket ing t Im 
immense orangrcrop of tlm Sia.t•• that 
it is wOrt hy of especial not ice Imre. 

This special fast train leaves all sin- 
lions on tin; I*'. If «V V- hue on Tues¬ 
days, Thursdays and Saturdays 
according to a 1 ime table extensiv cly 
circulated in the orange-growing sec¬ 
tions. It will connect at Kivcr ilunc- 
t ion with a train especially provided 
by the Louisville and Nashville rail 
road, and will run directly through to 
t lie import a lit • it ies in t he W i st w it li¬ 
mit delay or I ralister.
